again, in an endeavor to install honesty, the different classes have 
voted to uphold the system. The Medical School has not particu- 
larly needed such a system, as its personnel is composed of men 
who realize the value of honor and appreciate learning for its 
worth in later life. 

However, these attempts to install honesty have not penetrated 
into the students common, but has been felt only among the strata 
of students who really want to help to make a greater G. W. U. 
What we need is an organization that will be felt in the whole 
University and among all the students. We want and need some- 
thing that will compel those students to hold up to honesty and 
honor who would not have done so otherwise. 

In the personnel of G. W. U. we have a number of students who 
through their high school or preparatory school lives have been 
associated with the idea in school life the thing to do is to get as 
much with the least effort. Some of them take their studies here 
as a joke and as an exponent to a social life and are prone to 
take advantage of their professor at every opportunity. It is to 
this type of students that we hope to instill this fair and square 
principle. There have been criticisms made by members of the 
Student Council on the tactics recently employed in class elections, 
and this side of our University life also could be bettered by the 
institution of such a system. 

The question is now how to bring about this honor system, and 
who must be the parties and organization instrumental in foster- 
ing it. This is the easier side of the discussion. Let us take it 
up, get others interested in it, debate it over in our societies, and 
after we all decide that we really want it, there is no doubt about 
it but that it will be instituted.
